He was in no condition to give any 
details of the affair. 

A eab driver, J. G. Adams, of 459 
Fowler street, was the only witness 
to the affair that could be found. He 
stated that he saw the two scuffling 
together, then saw a flash and Black- 
well drop to the ground, while his as- 
sailant ran down Cain street. Police 
had failed to capture him at an early 
hour. 

Police arrived at the identity of the 
alleged assailant by tracing the room 
number to which he stated that he 
wished to go. In this room was found 
l.. L. Waller, of Vidalia, a bus line 
operator, who stated that Wyatte had 
been to see him and that he formerly 
drove a bus for him between Dublin 
and Savannah. He stated further that 
Wratte had not been ig > for sev- 
eral weeks and had been living with 
him in Vidalia during this time. 

When he had to come to Atlanta on 
business Wyatte came with him and 
they had been to Fort McPherson ear, 
lier in the evening. Waller reported. 
On their return yatte stated that 
someone had stolen two pints of liq- 
vor from him and he went to the 
desk about the matter.

| Roy Atkinson, 35-year-old interior

Cleve Smith, at the lat- 
ters home in Riverside early Sunday 
afternoon, and physicians held out lit- 
tle hope for his recovery.

$500. 

According to Atkinson's story, as 
told to Patrolman L. E. Ratledge at 
the hospital Sunday afternoon, “bad 
blood” had existed between himself 
and Smith for several months over an 
automobile trade. He claimed that 
Smith owed him money and that he 
went to the latter's home Sunday to 
talk the matter over. The alterca- 
tion resulted. 

The affair was reported to County 
Police W. A. Vinson and E. W. Wil- 
son, who started an investigation and 
learned that Smith already had posted 
a $500 bond in justice court at Riv- 
erside and that a bailiff there had 
handled the case.

“Every level head- 
ed man and woman knows that such 
an investigation cannot be completed 
in a few days. I realize that a stain 
has been cast against persons who 
are innocent, but all may rest as- 
sured that those not guilty of wrong- 
doing will be fully vindicated when 
the time for indictment of the guilty 
comes.”

Barlow Rejects Plan 
To Arbitrate Claim 


WASHINGTON, Feb. ‘ 9.—@)— 
Joseph E. Barlow, American citizen 
who claims property in the heart of 
Havana valued at $9,000,000 on the 
basis of an old Spanish land grant, 
said tonight he would never consent 
to arbitration of his claim. 

Prior to Barlow’s statement Ambas- 
sador Ferrara, of Cuba, had revealed 
the willingness of the Cuban govern- 
ment to permit the American and 
Cuban claimants to submit their dif- 
ferences to arbitration. Barlow con- 
‘tends the courts have upheld his con- 
tention but that the Cuban govern- 
ment has refused to recognize it. 

“My claim never will be established 
by arbitration -with my consent,” he 
asserted. have a supreme court 
verdict which gives me a clear title 
to. that property. All I'want is 
execution of that court decision.” 

Barlow’s claims have long been the 
subject of discussions between the 
two governments. Both former Sec- 
retary of State Kellogg and Secretary 
Stimson have inquired into his con- 
tentions and recently the senate for- 
eign relations committee conducted its 
own inquiry at the instance of Sena- 
tor Borah. . 

A meeting was held at the palace 
this morning between, President Ma- 
chado, American Ambassador Guggen- 
heim and Jose Ena, who disputes 
Barlow’s right to a valuable piece of 
land involved in the claims. They 
are said to have agreed that the 
elaims should be placed before an ar- 
bitration board, whose members were 
to be chosen by the Cuban and the 
American governments. 

Ambassador Guggenheim has 
some time been trying to reach an 
agreement with the Cuban’ govern- 
ment on the method for investigating 
the Barlow elaims.

GEN. MAUS DIES 


Survivor of Indian Wars 
Passes at Age of 79. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—()— 
Brigadier-General Marion Perry Maus, 
79, U. S. A., -retired, noted Indian 
fighter and holder of the congres- 
sional medal of honor, died at his 
home in New Windsor, Md., today 
after a lengthy illness which followed 
a stroke of paralysis, 

After long service in the United 
States and on foreign duty, General 
Maus retired in August, 1913. He 
was awarded the congressional medal 
for bravery in the Sierra Madre cam- 
paign, and was given the silver star 


citation by the war department Oc- 
tober 1, 1877. 


Cuban divorce law, recently passed by 
congress, became effective at midnight 
last night. 

It provides 16 valid grounds for 
divorce instead of four, as under the | 
present law. The new measure fur- 
thermore declares that killin in 
cases of infidelity are punishable by 
death, though formerly infidelity was 
considered , lt grounds for homicide. 

Most of the grounds for divorce are 
greatly reduced in time. For  in- 
stance, desertion, formerly requiring 
extension over a period of 10 years, 
now requires only four. The reduction 
of time is true in eight other changes 
in the old law.

Parrot Solves’ 

Riddle.~ 


“Help! Help! MacBreck.” For over 


a hundred years this has been the ap- 
parently meaningless cry of a parrot 
now reputed to 
parrot’s cry furnishes a clue to a mur- 
der mystery of Brazil 118 years ago, 
su.s the Lisbon correspondent of t 
British United Press. The bird be- 
longed originally to Benita Arletti, a 
beautiful Italian opera singer attached 
to the court of King John VI of 
Portugal when he fled to Brazil 
fore the inyading armies of Napoleon. 
Dr. Silveira Cordoso, a Portuguese 
historian, has just published a book 
recounting the life of the Portuguese 
court while in Rio de Janeiro, and 
dealing particularly with the affairs 
of Queen Carlota Joaquina. One of 
the episodes mentioned in this book is 
the murder of Bernita Arletti, who 
was noted for the festivities she ran 
in her palace rather than for the qual- 
ity of her singing. Among the fre- 
quenters of the opera singer’s house 
was John MacBreck, a dashing young 
Scot, who, according to writers of that 
period, was not insensible to the pas- 
sion. which Queen Carlota entertained 


for him. On the night of February 


18, 1812, after all her guests had left 
house, Benita Arletti was left alone 
with her servants, and next. morning 
she was found dead with sword cuts 
across her breast. The clue to the 
murder mystery has just been fur- 
nished by Senor Mario Canavarro

Garibaldi. 


An unknown manuscript of Dumas 
dealing with his famous Mediterran- 
ean cruise has just come to light and 
is already published. “Dumas set sail 
from Marseilles in May, 1860, but 
prior to this he had notified the gov- 
ernment, probably with an eye to a 
little subsidy for the journey, that he 
w uld visit Corsica, Sardinia, Italy, 
Sicily, Greece, Turkey, Asia Minor, 
Palestine, Egypt, Africa, Spain—” 
that is to say, the world of Napoleon, 
Augustus Constantine, Christ, Sesos- 
tris, Mohomet, Hannibal and the cid.” 
Although there were large quantities 
of champagne abroad the yacht and 
of course a beautiful young lady, 
dressed as a midshipman, Dumas was 
distracted by a modern piece of his- 
tory then unfolding as he ran into 
Genoa. A message from Garibaldi, 
“Rally where you hear my guns,” 
promised an adventure even more to 
the taste of Alexandre. The ruined 
cities of the east could wait. The 
story just published of the campaign 
that ended with Garibaldi as victor in 
the city of Naples. Its _ historical 
scenes are of special value. When 
Garibaldi entered Naples the- author 
was installed in the Palazzo di Chiata- 
mone, and the “epilogue” to this nar- 
rative is first-class Dumas: I found 
the general on the fourth floor of the 
Plazzo d’Angri, in the garret, ac- 
cording to his custom. “Ah! here 
thou art,” he cried on seeing me, 
“God be thanked! Thou has made 
me wait long enough.” ... “And 
now,” said Garibaldi, “show Dumas 
to his palace.” . . . The good people 
said that Naples was feeding me and 
that E (I who only drink water) was 
ruining Naples By ‘my orgies. Gari- 
baldi was told that I spent 50 piastres 
a day and that I had constantly 20 
diners at my table: but he merely re- 
plied in his melodious voice: “If 20 
people sit down at Dumas’ table, I am 
sure of this, at least, that they are 
20 good friends of mine.”

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Some Smokers Must Make Hogs of 
Themselves Even if It Costs a Leg. 


Trombo-angiitis obliterans sounds 
bad enough, doesn’t it? Especially if 
hs get all three “i's” in it. It is bad 

usiness. It means a kind of chronic 
inflammation of the main artery of the 
leg, with consequen: clot formation 
and obstruction of the circulation. In 
three out of every four cases at least 
one leg requires amputation within five 
ears from the beginning of the trou- 
le. In all cases, apparently, the vic- 
tims have been excessively cigarette 
smokers for a long time, and in most 
cases they are young male Jews. The 
factor of sex,is difficult to explain, 
unless it be that young Jewish women 
have not long indulged in smoking, 
not long enough to suffer such grave 
constitutional effects as thrombo- 
angiitis obliterans. Why the condition 
should be cogfined to Jews is a hard 
nut to crack, Not that it necessarily 
matters, but I wonder whether Jews 
are more in the habit of sitting with 
their knees crossed? When the knees 
are crossed the main artery of the leg 
on top is compressed by the knee un- 
derneath,-and that would favor re- 
tardation of circulation in the leg and 
clotting of blood in the artery. 

Pain in the leg is an early symptom 
of the condition. In some cases this 
pain subsides under treatment, espe- 
cially diathermy, or even ordinary

Because we have learned, through 
our experiences in the recent World 
War and its aftermaths, yet extant, 
that our nation “can no longer live 
unto itself alone or stand aloof from 
the rest of mankind,” and that “the 
international relations of the United 
States are recognized as vital” to the 
future progress of civilization, it be- 
comes us to seriously consider how we 
shall play our part in the world of 
today in behalf of the peace of the 
world for ages to come. 

In determining our program of ac- 
tion we are bound to convictions, tra- 
ditions and precedents that have be- 
come unalienable elements of our na- 
tional character. While adhering 
faithfully to these we are bound. also 
to recognize that, in endeavoring to 
concert with the potential powers of 
73 governments of this globe, the va- 
ried traditions, trainings and psychol- 
ogies of each of them must be reckon- 
ed with, respected generously and not 
obtruded upon more than the com- 
monwealth of the world may require. 

World events, controlled, we can 
scarcely escape believing, by extra- 
human Providence, have placed the 
United States of today in a leader- 
ship and with a power of influence’ 
among the nations of the earth that 
bring to the front the eminent and im- 
minent duty to employ eur position 
and power to procure a concordat of

After twelve years’ duration of the 
armistice of 1918 we know that the 
best minds of the statesmen directing 
the nations of the eastern hemisphere 
have, through many international con- 
ferences, failed utterly to compose 
pacifically and definitely the chaos of 


their civilizations and governments 
credted by the great war. 

Both the most hopeful and the most 
despairing of those. repsonsible author- 
ities unite to declare that it is to the 
United States that they look expect- 
antly to propose the “prescription of 
international peace” that ‘‘will be ac- 
cepted without demur by the other 
powers.” 

Every well-instructed American, 
knowing the history of this nation and 
the common temperament of our peo- 
ple, must realize that our plan of 
world peace, if and when proposed, 
must. accord with the principles and 
sentiments of a great majority of our 
potential citizens, whose favor and 
suffrages it must command, 

The two pillars of American ifiter- 
national policy have. been from the 
beginning of-our national birth, and 
stand unshaken to this hour, “peace 
and amity with all nations” and “no 
entangling alliances with the political 
system 0 any foreign people.” 


Our Ideal Implies a World Court. 

From the advent of Washington in 
the presidency of this newly-born re- 
public down to this day we have stead- 
fastly pursued that policy, first, by 
treaties of peace, amity and commerce 
with any contracting nation, and, sec- 
ond, by rigidly refusing to make any 
compact of political association with 
any nation. 

Our desire and practice has been to 
adjust a difference between our gov- 
ernment and any other by a juristic 
and reconciling arbitration, The many 
occasions in Our history when national 
angers and possible armed encounters 
have been thus peaceably and happily 
adjusted have created in the American 
popular psycWology an _ indefeasible 
creed of “peace by arbitration.” 

Beyond that settled ‘preferential 
principle it will be manifestly diffi- 
cult, if not futile, to lead the con- 
sensus and suffrages of the people of 
the Union. 

Therefore, in determining, first of 
all among ourselves, what we can and 
ought to do to forward a world-wide 
pact of peace and disarmament, we 
will be led almost inescapably to the 
decision that arbitration should be ad- 
vanced and established as the supreme 
principle of international law, and 
that such law should be administered 
through the judgments of a permanent 
court of international justice, adhered 
to and obeyed on honvy by every par- 
ticipating nation.

We Rightly Belong In the Court. 

It is scarcely pdssible to argue out 
of the proposition that the United 
States should not only sit in the 
World Court, but should figure there 
as.its most influential single factor. 

There is great need of a newly de- 
fined code of international law, and 
in the terms of that there is now no 
nation more interested than our own. 

The Bryan treaties, the Kellogg- 
Briand war renunciation pact, and the 
conferences for arbitration and naval 
disarmament that have been held in 
recent yers, all conspire to emphasize 
how powerful will be the voice of the 
United States in the great interna- 
tional tribunal at The Hague. 

Certainly, when full; understood. 
the sentiment of our pacific-minded 
people will be found overwhelmingly in 


favor of the ratification of the proto 
cols and our country’s entry into the 
court.

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PRORIBITION 10 HOLD 
CAPITAL SPOTLIGHT

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The big- 
gest week of the congressional prohi- 


bition controversy so far has started. 
The house judiciary committee is 
preparing to go beyond the Hoover- 
Wickersham commission plan by 
amending the substantive law, and 
this same body will open Wednesday 
official hearings on modification—the 
first before the house in six years. 
The Christopherson sub-committee 
will propose a change to undo part of 
the Jones “five-and-ten” penalty law. 
It will not make its penalty provi- 
sions less drastic on big-scale boot- 
leggers, buf it will restrict prosecutors 
to misdemeanor prosecutions against 
small-time “casual” offenders. It is 
offered as a plan to make the Hoover- 
Wickersham plan for elimination of 
juries constitutionally workable. 


A bill by Representative Stobbs, of 
Massachusetts, is being used as the 
basis for this change. The plan has 
the approval of Dean Roscoe Pound 
of the Harvard law school, a member 
of the Wickersham commission. He 
could not speak for the commission, 
for that body was prevented from go- 
ing into the question of the feasibility 
of changing the law. Before the sub- 
committee, Pound said the plan would 
er procedure. 

Constitutional lawyers on the com- 
mittee believe such a plan would 
help to make it workable, although 
some assert that a plan under which 
a man can be given as much as’ six 
months in jails without a jury trial is 
unconstitutional. 

Two Different Classes. 

_ The Stobbs bill will merely divide 
liquor violations into two classes, one 
punishable under the Jones law by 
up to five years in prison and $10,- 
000 fine, and the other punishable by 
not more than six months in jail and 
$500 fine. At present all offenses 
except possession can be punished un- 
der the Jones law provisions, although 
federal judges at their discretion can 
impose small: penalties. 

Vith this change, the bill to allow 
United States court commissioners to 
hold hearings in prohibition cases and 
recommend verdicts to judges for final 
decision, has a good chance of pass-

Germany to Pay Reparations 
By Oil Production—New

“Germany will eventually pay her 


reparations from her oil production.” | 


This surprising statement was made 
to me by the president of the Pe 
troleum Research Corporation of New 
York, T. M. Pedigrew, who has just 
finished an extended tour of that 
country. 

“Already Germany has four  pro- 
ducing fields. True, they are small 
surface wells, found accidentally by 
interests who were looking for salt, 
not oil. German oil equipment used 
for digging wells is very > geri 
Yet they are now producing abou 
one million barrels of oil a year,” 
continued Mr. Pedigrew. 

Oil activity in Germany is picking 
up. Oil leasing has been going on 
rapidly in certain sections for about a 
year and a half. A British corpora- 
tion, the Anglo-Persian Oil Company, 
under the leadership of Sir John Cad- 
man, has acquired a large part of the 
present production area through leases 
on 500,000 acres. 

The North European Oil Corpora- 
tion, an American institution, 
leased 1,600,000 acres of prospective 
oil land on the north German plain, 


at the approximate center of the area | 


which forms the triangle of Hamburg, 
Bremen and Hanover. 
Henry L. Doherty & Company has 


purchased the controlling interest in | 
this company and expects to begin { 


immediately an aggressive drilling 
program involving about $8,000,000.

The new Tech formations, tailored to measure for 
the big, powerful line and the limited variety of back- 
field talent, are radically different from anything yet 
attempted at the Flats. 

_ In one respect the new formations are different from any- 
thing now in use in America. Yet the new ‘‘set”’ is simple and 
easy to learn. | : 


PLAYERS, NOT SYSTEM, COUNT. 


The new system was trotted out in its final form Saturday. 


in a scrimmage at Grant field and it proved at least one grid- 
iron truth to the writer: 

__ “It matters not what the system of football is pro- 
vided the players can execute it.” | 
And the spring football section certainly made it go Sat- 

urday against a husky, hard-working defensive team composed 
of former scrubs and freshmen. 


WHO REMEMBERS THE JUMP SHIFT? 

Coach Alexander took over the Tech football steering wheel 
in 1920 and used the old Heisman jump shift system that had 
been in force since way back yonder. 

“I noticed that when we had men of the type to 
execute it, we had a good season,” Coach Alexander 
once told me, “and when the men were not physically 
suited to it, the system was a hindrance.” 

In 1926 the Yellow Jackets jumped their way into five 
defeats and that convinced Coach Alexander something had 
to be done, especially in view of the sort of players he had 
coming along. 


REVERSED QUARTERBACK. 

So in the spring of 1927, the reversed quarterback and bal- 
anced line was introduced. That was the year Thomason and 
Mizell were coming up from the freshmen. 

While experts and coaches here and there laughed 

at the reversed quarterback idea, the Yellow Jackets 

proceeded to win the conference championship with it. 

And the next year they were conference champions and 
won the Rose Bowl game as well. 


ONE MAN’S VALUE. 
In the spring of 1929, with “Father” Lumpkin reaching 


a peak of effectiveness and Mizell and Thomason still in ac- 


tion, the reversed quarterback and balanced line idea was ex- 
ploited around Lumpkin. 

Plays were changed to send Lumpkin through the 
line unaided by a man to lead interference—lots of 
fancy stuff was devised to go with this main weapon. 
Then Lumpkin left school. 

It was too late to change the style of, play then, too dan- 
gerous. An effort was made to manufacture another full- 
back: but Lumpkins do not grow on vines. 

_ The survivors tried manfully but could not do much 

with it. Before the Auburn date, having lost plenty of 

games already Coach Alexander changed the system 
once more. 

A balanced line and backfield was used. It fit the ma- 
terial better and the boys did well in beating Auburn handily 
and playing Georgia a very creditable game. 


SIMPLE AND POWERFUL. 

With plenty of time to size up his material, Coach Alexan- 
der has given them a new one. It is fair to say that it stresses 
power. It is designed to hammer and hammer the enemy. 
The enemy, of course, will have something to say about that 
but, that’s the idea, anyhow. 

And in fitting the system to the material, the sys- 
tem was designed as one easy to learn. That sometimes 

is important. 

The system will be easy to scout Coach Alexander says, 
but he hopes it will not be easy to stop. 


A BOTHER. 

One can imagine coaches of teams that play Tech 
next year cursing feebly at the news of another new set 
of plays at Tech Flats. They will have to assemble 
their data all over again next fall. It will be some 


trouble. 


TWO SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT. 

Some schools of coaching establish a system of play and 
then fit the players to that system. They cut them down and 
pare them around and make them fit. Others pursue the op- 
posite plan, but none so energetically or daringly as W. A. 


Alexander. 
; I cannot profess to forecast whether the system will 


work or not. 
‘But I can’t see very well how a team with Jones, Maree and 
Speer in the line and Dunlap and Pat Barron ‘in the backfield 
can be very far wrong. It will be hard for them to lose. more

Japan Better. 

It was brought out that in Japan 
alone 150,000 bales of Indian cotton 
crowded .out as many of American;

American pro- 
duction is more than double American 
consumption, but on quality, foreign 
cotton will come knocking even more 
strongly at our doors. American 
farmers can meet that competition by 
improvitig quality and reducing cost 
of production. The only way they 
can do this is to limit their cotton 
planting to those lands best adapted 
to cotton planting; to select only the 
best seed; to fertilize heavily; culti- 
vate intensively; and fight the boll 
weevil more vigilantly than they do 
today. The champion cotton farmer 
of North Carolma the t season 

roduced more than ten bales on a 
ive-acre tract. He used enormous quan- 
tities of fertilizer, but his cost was 
only 4 cents per pound. The aver- 
age American crop is a scant third 
of a bale to the acre, and the cost 
ranges from 10 to 12 cents up. In 
intensive cultivation on the right land 
and improved quality of seed and of 
lint, lies the salvation of our’ cotton 
farmers. 

Can the farm board’s tremendous 
mobilization of heretofore scattered 
forces, and its organization of a few 
new ones, drive that lesson home? If 
southern business should realize how 
large is their stake in the answer to 
that question—every butcher, baker 
and candlestick maker among them— 
they would stop just short of martial 
law in their determination to force 
such a program of curtailment and 
intensive culttvation on the farmers. 

All Should Help. 

Not a business man would deposit 
in a bank that did not throw its full 
weight into the effort to lead the 
farmers; and not a nickle of credit 
would be available to landlord, sup- 
ply merchant or farmer who refused 
to carry the program as far into the 
ranks of the tenants as tenant men- 
tality will permit... No southern editor 
could then write me, “Nobody here is 
interested in cotton.” 

The farm board is a gigantic experi- 
ment, conceived in hope and launched 
with a courage that is little appre- 
ciated.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—Sales this 
week are slightly larger than a week 
ago but have been running at ap- 
proximately the same level for the 
last three or four weeks—less than 
fall production but about in line with 
actual production.

MUSKEGON, Mich... Feb. 9.—(/) 
Forrest EK. Weaver, 28, an eccentric 
character who posed at times as a 
cowboy, a deputy sheriff and a fed- 
eral officer, admitted today that he 
murdered Mrs. Gladys Echardt, 20, 
chopped up her body and buried it in 
a shallow grave half a mile from his 
home in Muskegon township. 

“I killed her because I loved her,”’ 
Weaver said in his cell at the county 
jail, He‘indicated that he will plead 
guilty to first degree murder when 
he is arraigned tomorrow. 

The woman's body was found last 
night in its shallow snowcovered grave 
in a wooded section not far from a | 
hill where Weaver had gone on a 
skiing expedition with Mrs. Echardt | 
| during the afternoon. Weaver was | 
arrested at midnight as he was walk- | 
ing toward his home from Muskegon. | 
Officers learned that during his visit 
to the city after the murder, he met 
Austin Vandorn, brother of the vic- 
tim, and asked him where his sister 
was, 

The body was discovered after a boy 
who was skiing on the hill reported 
seeing blood and what appeared to be 
a grave, Officers went in the dark- 
ness and opened the grave. They 
found the body nude and dismembered. 
The girl apparently had been shot 
four times, The arms, head and legs 
had then been chopped off with an 
ax and buried with the torso. 

Tracing the crime to Weaver was 
sy matter, officers said. They 
learned he had been skiing with the 
girl and then found that he had re- 
turned to his home early in the eve- 
ning, telling his mother, Mrs. C. O. 
Weaver, that the girl had returned 
to her home. Later, he confessed that 
the visit home was for the purpose 
of getting an ax. 

After that Weaver drove his auto- 
mobile past the victim's home several 
times and talked te her brother. 

Weaver had been divorced. Mrs. 
Echardt was separated last spring 
from Ronald Echardt, whom she mar- 
ried when she was 16. Authorities 
are trying to locate the husband. 

Weaver met Mrs. Echardt in a res- 
taurant a month ago, officers learned, 
and since had showered his attentions 
on ber daily. Posing as a deputy 
sheriff and federal officer. On Friday 
he invited her to go skiing Saturday. 
Her mother, who knew of the expedi- 
tion, waited up for the girl to return 
home, and was notified of her death 
at 2 a. m. Sunday by the officers who 
found the body. 

The slayer often appeared on the 
street in cowboy costume and at 
times carried various sorts of badges, 
one of which was taken from him re- 
cently by Chief of Police Peter Han- 
sen. 

At times he worked as a laborer for 
the city, which employs his father as 
a foreman.
